We hid occasion ta comment a 
few srecks ago on the précarious 
position of China’s finances, when 
referring to the default medein 
pasment of the interest dua on 
certain foreign loans. We point- 
ed out then that much ofthe 
country's. revenue went into the 
pockets of dishonest officials, and 
that the corrupt system of gov- 
ernment in most of. the pro- 
vinces, besides the continuous 
urres!, prevected 2 proper ad- 
ministration of the revente- 
producing departments. Very 
serious news now comes from 
Peking concerning the outlook 
for this year. As the message 
we published yesterday stated, 
the Inspector-General of the 
Maritime Customs, Sir F. A 
Aglen, es:imates a big deficit for 
1923. There is a loan obligation 
of $36,000,000, and e further 
$4,250,000 under the Consolidated 
Loan Service, but after payment

revenue it is estimated there will 
be nothing left with which to 
meot’ these obligations.

When wo fast commented on 
the atate of China's finances and 
tha need for reform in various 
departments of the Government, 
Wo suggested that the time might 
come when foreign control would 
have to bs jnatituted in order to 
get the best out of tha country, 
for the benefit alike of bond:

themselves; and it seams to us 
that the need for some such 
intervention is becoming ever 
more pronouncad. China's 
natural wealth is very great 
indeed, and it only requires 
proper, honest, aad * loys) 
control of her sources of revenus 
to save her from geing headlong 
inté baokreptcy.

Gabelle under foreign 
supervision speaks for itself 
Incidentally, it is too early yet 
to judge what full Chinese 
control of the postal system will 
produca, but we are not hopeful 
of beneficial results.

Our War Debts. 

One step towards a strengthén- 
ingot Anglo-American relations 
hes been registered by Britain 
agreeinz to America’s terms 
for the repayment of the 
War Debt. Our indebtecness to 
the United States comes to atout 
a billion sterling, acd on that 
sum we have been paying interest 
at the rate of five percent.

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ELEYEN MONTHS IN 
KABUL. 
Afghan asa Negotiator. _ 

Colonel S. F. Muspratt, Indian 
Army, was a military member of 
the Mission headed by Sir Henry 
Dabbs which, after eleven months 
of negotiation, settled the terms 
of the Afghan Trasty of Novem. 
ber, 192k. In a lecture to the 
Central: Asian Sociaty,.at the. 
Rosal United Service Institution 
last month, he gave many interest- 
ing sidelights on the experience 
and brought out facts which have 
not bafara been made public. He 
took the opportunity to par a 
warm tribute to the ndelity of the 
Iate Ameer Habibullah Khan to 
his engagements towards us by 
temaining neutral in the war, 
and he cava a character sketch 
of the presant roler of Afghasis- 
tan, 

Tho. present Ameer was, ke 
said. by far‘the most outstanding 
personality the Mission met in! 
the country; he was a very much! 
bigger man than his unclaor his 
brothers. He was impulsive— 
perhaps too impulsive—and vigor- 
ous, and wasiuspized ty a strong 
desire for “the prozress of his 
country. He visited his public 
ofices in regular rotation, 
and his personal supervision of 
aftaizs extended taminor details. 
He was pursuing a vigorous 
policy of educational advance 
ment. Hla heed a simple life 
without ostentation, save on 
special ceremonial occasions. He 
was not at allextravagant: indeed 
his tendency was somawhas the 
teverss, If he had a hobby i: 
was for building. 

The Ameer possassed and de- 
manded a very high standard of 
pulic service. This was good: 
but one ewTect was to develop 
among the officials a. form of 
prigzishness which fied them too 
constantly to ram their virtues 
down the throats of others. 

Colonel! Muspratt said that 
throughout the long drawn 
negotiations the caurse of extern- 
al affairs—such as the situation 
in Indis, the varsing fortunes of 
the Turco Cireek fighting, and the 
Bolshevist intrigues—was reflect- 
ed in the atmosphere of the dis- 
cussions. If a chart on.medical 
lines had been keps, it would have 
shown hectic variations. An un- 
favourable atinosphere was found 
to extend to small details, such a3 
the abstention of Afghan officials 
from continuing to seek the 
advice ofthe British medical 
officer, as was their wont. The 
tedium of the nezotiations was 
varied by a succession of ultima- 
tumsand last words.

Progress was best made when 
numbers were reduced, and inthe;

One ot the 
Afghan negotiators put in’a claim 
for forty million rupees [£2,665, 
655] for expenses incurred by the 
country for remaining neutral 


The Afghans. said Colonel 
Muspratt, bad no intention of 
allowing their country to be ex- 
ploited by foreigners. Their 
natural tendency was, to be ex- 
clusive, and thes were ambitious, 
which “encouraged them’ io 
thoughts of territorial expansion. 
The position in Central Asia was 
tbeing very closely watched in 
Kabul, and any opening which 
Russia might give “would he 
readily seized. The germs of 
future conflict betwean Russia 
and Istam which were beginning 
to appsar were not absent in the 
case of Afghanistan. 

The ambitions of the country 
southwards could best be held in 
check by our ability to hold what 
we had got. Concession under 
pressure was not theway to gain 
Afghan respect. He’ saw no 
reason why the present satisfac- 
tory relations with Kabul sbould 
not be maintsined. We should 
show continuous understanding 
and sympathy, while making it
